music that attracted the public eye, His aninhibited 
performances, considered to be direct and obscere at 
the time, distinguished him from other performens. 

Elvis continued to gain fame and success, He performed regularly in Las Vegas, and 
had a welHknown home in Memphis, called Graceland, and was ind ucted into four halls. 
of fame. His tumultuous lifestyle and poor health contributed to his tragic, premature 
death atthe age of 42 Radio stations and TV channels ail over the world intermpted their 
regularly scheduled programs to anhounce the news of Elvis' death. To this clay, thereare 
Joyal fans nho say that “the King” is not dead.

Sigmund Preud is recognized by most people today as the “father 
of psychoanalysis” But his theories, values, and pracices are very 
controversa. Before Freud, doctors and scientists did not consider 
“talking aboat one's problems” an eífective treatment formental 
or physical illnésses, Today, many people have regular 
therapy sessions with a psychologist to talk 
out their issues and réliove symptoms of stress, 
depression, and anvácty. 

Freud came up with lhe concept of the 
subconscious mind, which is the idea that everyone 
has thoughts and 
feelings they are not 


aware of. ln other words, they are thoughis and emotions 
thet go onbelow our awaréniss. 

According to Freud, theroototall psychological problems. 
lies in the subconscious, and talking, about our thoughts 
and feelings will Graw out the real issues uideihea. 


Many of his theores generate conflict among 
psschologists because they go against traditional values, 
and many of them láck scientific evidence.
